There is no renson to fear imlus 
trial depression in the United 
States after tbe war in Jiurope 
ends, in the opinion of Secrctarv 
Red field, of Department of Com- 
merce. In reply to a suggestion 
from Assistant Secretary .Miiiburn, 
of the Treasury Department, thut 
the Amei ican peofdeare in danger 
of overlook itiij prepinv dncss for 
peace, Secretary Redtie'd points 
out that the country's so-called 
armr bosincsa probably docs not 
e.xceed five j^>er cent, of its total 
ind iistria' and commercial activity, 
and while readjustments utter 
tbe war will be necessary and per- 
haps aerioos, the relative import 
ance of the war business mgener- 
ali.y overestimnttd. 

It does not exceed a quarter of 
our exports, says the Secretary, 
and possibly is not quite that 
-much. Our shipments to South 
America, lor example, have at 
least doubled. New indoslrial or- 
ganization for making war mater 
ial is lelritively small, and more- 
over louch ot it will be available 
f(jr use when peace comea. This 
will be espec^ly tme. aays the 
Secretsry, if our preparedness is 
o^oing on all the tiive the Secre- 
tary concludes, and wiil be aided 
by legtslatkm reoom maided by 
Governmental agencies.
